WAR HITS RESORT OF THOSE WHO

effort there appears to be a minimum return. In the 
^face of these conditions, lunvever, there are no indica- 
tions of a conserv.ition ol pnhticaj iiiuuci: i. or ciut'i 
executive five candidates have to date announced their 
willingness to make the Avar-time sacrifice. Of this 
number three are seeking the lie-publican nomination 
and two the Democratic. Governor Stephens has the 
advantage of incumbency. In his official position he 
has probably done m'ore campaigning than all of the 
other candidates combined. His close friends estimate 
that he has addressed over ,'00,000 California \oters 
and visited practically every county in the Stale. As 
governor he has had entree wheie others were barred. 
Discussing only war measures, his crowds have been 
provided through the exertions of local organizations 
encaged in Avar activities. He has been privileged to 
campaign at the minimum of cost. The Avord "cam- 


paign-'-' is used advisedly, for in no single instance has 
the governor mentioned his candidacy, devoting him- 
self exclusively to Avar topics. 'J. 0. Hayes of San 
Jose, next to the governor, has been the most active, 
although not privileged to come in contact Avith a like 
number of people. When he appears? before assemblages 
he must do so as ay avowed candidate for office, and 
in these times it is discouraging to attempt to draw a 
crowd to a political meeting. District Attorney Fickert 
is the latest to enter the lists. He has confined h'is 
efforts to interviewing leaders in different sections of 
the State. San Francisco's district attorney counts 
upon strong support in Los Angeles as a result of his 
law and order pronunciameuto. He is also sanguine of 
receiving considerable support in the fanning localities, 
where denunciations of the I. W. W. clement strike a 
responsive chord. It is conceded that Fickert Avill pull 
a heavy San Francisco vote, and that the "wets"' do nut 
A'iew his candidacy Avith disfavor. Uolph remains Mil 
enigma. It is a dull clay in political circles when some 
rumor does not start touching the candidacy cf San 
Francisco's mayor. On t.he Democratic side1 Woolwine

in having the opposition of the Democratic organiza- 
tion, which in reality is the federal brigade, compose?!

It is an uphill fight for one 
on the outside. When Democrats question Honey's 
democracy the answer promptly comes that, regardless 
of-past party affiliation, "he saved the State to Wil- 
son, which meant the President's re-election." So 
sanguine is Heney of defeating Woolwine at the 
primaries that, contrary to natural predilection, he 
refuses to take up the cudgels laid down by his Los 
Angeles opponent. He has been advised not to antag- 
onize the Woolwine supporters, whose aid will be 
sought at the November election.

Among those who closely follow political conditions 


in California it is the consensus of opinion that the 
real fight will be at the general election, and that the 
contestants are likely to be Governor William D. 
Stephens .and Francis J. Heney. Tliis is not conceded 
by either Hayes, Fickert or Woolwine.. They contend 
that Stephens materially lessened his chances when lie 
declared for a bone-dry State; that he has been hurt 
in the Mooney case, and that the attitude assumed 
toward him by Senator Johnson has been most damag- 
ing. Conceding that in each case cited the governor's 
candidacv has been weakened, the fact remains that 
v 
he is at present occur>vin£r the chief executive's chair 
at a time when the country is at war. an advantage 
difficult to overcome. At the general election Beney, 
in an effort to overcome this advantage, will make an 
appeal to stand by the national administration, and, 
with the acknowledged prestige of the President at this 
time, his friends hold that su'-'n a campaign will u,i- 
questionably bring the former graft prosecutor strong 
support. Senator Johnson, while he has belittled the 
candidacy of Governor Stephens at every opportunity, 
intimates that in the finals lie will accept the lesser of 
two evils and support his appointee. How effective his 
support Avill be r.mler these conditions is problematic. 
The real fight will follow the primary election.

Miss Gail Laughliu and Mrs. Laura K. Mackrille. They 
Avere both women \\hoiu ilie cii\ kiic\v aiul ';."(! reason 
to lesppei. Miss Laughlin AVJIS an attorney, and it will 
be recitlleu it Avas she Avho wrote, the brief Avhich was 
the instrument in bringing from the Supreme Court the 
decision that women might in truth sit upon juries 
and bring in valid verdicts. Mrs. Mackrille was equally 
prominent. Miss Laughlin does not rnnid a scrap when 
a scrap is necessary, but she had no mind to put herself 
in the position of being defeated. 
When she looked 


about her Assembly district she knew that election AATIS 
a dubious thing for a Avoman and she put away in 
lavender her ambitions. It was not lack of courage 
which has been keeping Mrs. Mackrille from coming 
forth as a candidate to 1he Assembly from San Fran- 
cisco. Her reasons for withholding from public life are 
somewhat similar to those of Miss Laughlin. Yet the 
hesitancy of these two and possibly a few other women 
from coming out openly and denying or affirming their 
positions has been a thorn in the flesh of several aspir- 
ing male candidates. To be sure, there is gallantry— 
that old-fashioned and time-worn virtue — to deter 
them, but there are a fpAv other Avhys and Avherefores 
against some men to knowingly enter into a political 
contest Avith a woman, ^say. it is not war. but it is the 
rio<5«ihilitv of a feminine opponent who has tried the 
soul of some of the city's budding legislators.

Women must be braver over there in Alameda county. 


Already two candidates have made known their inten- 
tion of Avinning a set in the Assembly. In the classic 
city of IJerkefey. Mrs. Frank Say]or has not chosen 
herself, but been chosen of the people to make the run 
which in January Avithout much ground for doubt Avill 
lead her into the capital. Dr. Minoralvibbe is another 
aspirant whom U is said the women of her Assembly 
district have chosen to become their representative. 
One wonders what will happen in Oakland, where 
team Avork does not ahvays work, nnd AV!Iether Dr. 
Kibbc will be able to control .a Avhole-hearted support. 
She is the first Oakland woman to make formal 
declaration of her intention to become a candidate. It 
is just possible that from the Thirty-sixth district a 
third woman will be named to run at the August 
primary. Several names have been freely discussed by 
men as well as women, but there has up to date been 
a coyness on the part of those upon whom the com- 
mittee Avaited to accept the burden of election and' 
what it entaiK And once again the masculine aspir- 
ants for the legislative glory are waiting upon woman 
nnd nor war. But it is to be believed, too, that some 
of the women are waiting upon the men, and in thnt 
last day a neat little surprise will be dropped In the 
political game when the woman who cannot be beaten 
comes forward to the dismay of the man who thought 
his election was so sure.

asked Bennett. "Oh—I'd bare 1o see the play first," 
said Miller. Bennett backed off and. in his best Ben- 
nettese language, spoke to the famous actor thus: 
'•Brother, you sure got a nerve to think that I'd put in 
four months' work for nothing! When I get cash in 
hand paid—you know, ready rhino, the thing an actor 
hates to cough up—then I compose. But I don't grow 
callouses on my fingers pounding a typewriter f.ir 
nothing."

One more stronghold of the San Francisco shimmer 


has gone the .way of mortality—and. like other things 
to be missed just now. it has the war to blame, or 
thank. This was the International Radical Club, the 
dissolution of A\hich has been effected by the very 
simple means of its* president's statement that there 
won't be any more meetings. Official frowns, it is said, 
may have had something to do with th'e disappearance 
of the club. Members who attended its last meeting -it 
a Broadway Italian grill say they have heard of no 
restriction, federal or otherwise, upon tlieir activities, 
and consider that the president merely took alarm 
when the club got somewhat beyond his control and 
decided that safety lay in mirtuuMiL. The Inter- 
national Radical Club—a disgruntled attendant once 
called it the "International Ridiculous Club"—has 
been meeting on and off once a month for year's. First, 
it met in an underground restaurant in the Chronicle 
building, but the restaurant failed and the club had 
to move across the'street. There its heterodox opinions, 
unconventionally expressed, brought something akin Lo , 
terror to the heart of the manager,-^'ho got rid of the 
club as best he could. Thence it removed to the'rather 
sumptuously appointed buffet of a Sutler street hotel. 
At this rendezvous the members were never comfort- 
able. Plutocracy was- inherent in the pongee curtains 
at the windows and the velvet carpets on the floor, 
but, more especially, in the figures at the foot of the 
waiters' checks. Then again, and finally, to Broadway 
and the Quarter. Radical the club may have been in 
name and radical it usually developed in its discus- 
sions, but such pillars of proper society as Professor 
Henry Morse Stephens, the late Dr. Carletou Tarker. 
and others have been its "speakers of the evening,"'as 
well as Emma Goldman, William Owen, Margaret " 
Ranger and Sadakichi Hartmanji. L'sually the former 
were better aAvare of what they, had let themselves in 
for when the meeting's were over than when they began. 
The man who announced himself with a flourish as 
"straight from the jungle.'-' the elongated specimen 
with flowing tie and flowing locks who admitted that 
he was a "neo-Hellenic poet." the most 
picturesque 


chairman with his continental accent, his frequent 
cuss word and the czar-like domination that lie tem- 
pered with a vagrant sort of humor; the Hindu 
philosopher who wore his hair in braids; the women 
smoking, the wine flowing, the general crowdedness 
that made more apparent at time a subtle suggestive- 
ness of Ihe need of Avater rather than wine: these were 
the features that helped to .make the International 
Radical Club a boon to shimmers. Moreover, it came 
into existence soon after the fire had ruined China- 
town as a show place by letting light and debris into 
its subterranean passages, and it removed tn the Quar- 
ter soon after the lid was finally placed upon Pacific 
street, a block away. So, on two" occasions it filled the 
place of a preceding beacon to. the noctnrnally idle and 
guided their senses to unusual stimuli. Well. it. too, 13 
gone, and they must hie them once^more into the dole- 
ful night. 
An Easily-Earned Fee 


To those who Avere in constant attendance at the 


recent and uncompleted hearings before the State 
Railroad Comniissiou to determine whether the Ixey 
Route system shall receive permission to raise rates, 
the word that came from Oakland to^the effect that City 
Attorney Paul Morf is endeavoring to find out what 
Avas accomplished by the specially employed firm of 
attorneys to earn tli^jr special fee of §1000 comes Avith a 
great deal of interest. When the hearing was started 
it was remarked 'that Oakland, while the city to bs 
most affected, apparently had made no provision foi 
representation. The only spokesman appearing vocally 
against the desiredj raise was Attorney D. B. Marx 
Greene of Berkeley. However, the comment anent the 


" apparent laxity of Oakland to supply a legal repre- 
sentative was all ex-parte uuril the time approached 
for argument. Testimony llad been taken in A'oluminous 
quantity, and for the most part this testimnoy was 
furnished 
by representatives of the traction com- 


panies, who Avere cross-examined by Greene. At last, 
as the testimony-taking was virtually ended, some rm,\ 
in the course of remarks made before the commission, 
referred to the apparent indifference of Oakland to the 
outcome, citing in support of the "indifference'/ indica- 
tion that Oakland had not deemed the subject of 
sufficient importance to be represented legally. Then 
came the question: "Is there anyone here representing 
Oakland?" From a seat reserved for those who chow 
to attend as "audience" there arose a man who in high 
pitched voice said: "I represent Oakland." Then lv. 
sat down. According to the Avord that comes from 
across the bay. City Attorney Morf learned that 10 
earn the fee uf .*ldOO the firm of attorneys in qiK-etici; 
-had a representative present at (he last (hree sessions, 
but ho did not make his presence known." Some of. 
Those over here who are addicted to "easy fees" are 
wondering if they have not neglected a fertile field.

"Keep tho Home Fires Burning" for 


the bo>s in France. Keep them burn- 
Ing, women oC America, to can and 
dry the surplus of the war gardens so 
that no food may be wasted. 


Drying by artificial heat is done lu 


the oven or on top of a stove, in trays 
suspended over the stove, or in a 
specially constructed drier 
built 
at 


home or purchased. 


The simplest form of oven drying 


Is to place, small quantities of 
food- 


stuffs on 'plates In a slow oven. 
In 


this way left-overs and other bits of 
food may be saved for winter uae with 
slight trouble, and dried while the top 
of tho range Is being used. 
A few 


sweet potatoes, apples or peas, or even 
a single turnip, may be dried and 
saved. 
Such odd bits make a large 


final reckoning, sometimes, and are 
useful for soups and desserts. 


To keep tho heat from

It 
is easier to regulate the heat and dis- 
tribute it evenly when a gas oven Is 
used.

combined to create a serious scarcity 
of sugar, according to the food admin- 
istration. 
The strain of America to 
provide sugar for the allies is increas- 
ing. 
Only strict conservation will 


enable food officials to tide over the 
crisis without, being forced to more 
drastic steps and increased prices. 
RULE IS EFFECTIVE 
ON FIRST OF JULY. 


The new rationing regulations are 


effective July 1. Every manufacturer 
will be required to certify his sugar 
needs to the food administration be- 
fore he can get sugar. 
The following products will get their 


full amount of sugar under the new 
rule:

Nine strikers were killed and thirty- 
six others wounded in a clash today 
with the police at the government 
railway shops in Budapest, according 
to a te'-egram received via Amster- 
dam from the Hungarian capital.' 
Havas Agency reports from Basel 
say that Dr. Alexander Wekerle, the 
premier, speaking before the Hun- 
garian chamber of deputies yesterday, 
ma6e a statement concerning the in- 
dustrial strikes and referred to the 
serious trouble in factories and on 
railways and the extension of the- 
strikes to several plants.

The new method of disposing the two 


provinces discussed in the German Im- 
perial Parliament proposes their division 
between Prussia and Bavaria, Lorraine 
to be talten by the former and Alsace "by 
the latter. This proposition not only is 
rejected by the inhabitants of the prov- 
inces themselves, bufhas ajoused protests 
from several of the German states, and

the German parties. 


The first of them looks to the forma- 


tion of an independent state of Alsace-

a. republic of Alsace-Lorraine attached to 
the German Empire. Both of them have 
been wMely discussed, but without bring- 
ing about any conclusions, and, should 
either of them be accepted by the Ger- 
mans, It is believed the people of the two 
provinces would have nothing to do with 
it.

cussing the matter with Alsatians and

Both 
the shirts and the blankets bought by ths 
officers and the shirts and blankets re- 
ceived by the quartermaster came from 
the same contractors and same manu- 
facturers and both were manufactured 
since the war and since ths restriction 
regulation went into effect.

tlon placed on sales to officers waa to 
fUM.6 officers to buy supplies already in 
the market while all contract deliveries 
were needed for enlisted men.

Claims that America was first discovered by the 


Chinese have been advanced in academic circles at 
various times during the last 150 years. But they 
have, somewhat strangely, never received-^ serious 
attention in American school histories. This is of 
rather curious local interest because of the fact 
that the Chinese explorers first visited British 
Columbia and then California, Mexico and Central 
America. 


According to Senor Massip, the journeys of the 


Chinese to Xorth America were first made known 
by M. de Guignes in an, article entitled Recher- 
cJies sur les navigations des CMnois du <fote de 
I'Amerique. et sur qiiclques peuples situes a Vex- 
tremite orientate de 1'Asie, published in Paris in 
1761, in the memoirs of the Koyal Academy of In- 
scriptions and Belles Lettres. M. de Guignes had 
come across this information while studying Chi- 
nese texts in the preparation of his great ffistoire 
Generals of the Huns, Turks, Mongols and "othei 
Tartars." 


European students continued a desultory contro- 


versy over the subject for a century. But appar- 
ently one of the most convincing contributions was 
that of Mr. Charles G. Leland in 1875 in his book, 
"Fu-Sang, or the Discovery of America by the 
Buddhist Priests in the Fifth Century." In this 
work he presented a profound study of the subject 
and put an end to the discussions regarding the 
situation of Fu-Sang by demonstrating that the 
country known to the Chinese under this name is 
to be found in North America. His conclusions 
hare been confirmed by other historians. 


According to the Chinese records Fu-Sang, or 


Mexico, was made known by Hnei-Sen, who'returned 
home from his trans-Pacific voyage in the year cor- 
responding to 499 of the Christian era. Huei-Sen

It was run by "the Mendenhall 
family personally, and their splendid 
hospitality, coupled with the remark- 
able climatic conditions, made the 
place the Mecca of hundreds and 
thousands from this part of the state 
The best-known people in this part 
of California went annually to Men- 
denhall Springs for their summer out- 
ings, and the ola registers show the 
names of governors, senators and con- 
gressmen, of professional lights and 
financial kings.

What can be done on Oakland har-*ment consists of two small locomotives 
bor with modern wharfing equipment

the report of the Howard terminal unit 
at the foot of llarket street fo^ **e 
two months since the opening of their 
new wharf and -warehouse in April 17. 
In those two months eight vessel^ have 
been handled at this terminal ranging 
from a little schooner from the Philip- 
pine Islands, carrying onlir 135 tovis of 
bulk copra, to the motor ship Peru, 
which is the largest motor ship in the 
world, and the steamer Rhodesia, car- 
rying 4500 tons of copra, the largest 
single cargo of this product that has 
ever been brought Into San Francisco 
bay.The operations of these two months 
show that these eight vessels have 
brought net cargoes to the Howard 
wharf consisting of 19,279 tons of 
copra, hemp and raw sugar, 62,000 feet 
of hardwood lumber from the East 
Indies and 1667 barrels of cocoanut 
oil. 
Of these cargoes bulk copra was
